The uioat coiumou 
of tlie variou.s |iu iiisliiinuitK in Pt'rsia- 
i« tliab of "ilie sticks " The ofltimler is 
thrown on liis back upon tlie ground, 
his bare feet are passed throu£;li leath- 
ern loops attached to a si.\ fnot beam 
of wood, which is twiKti;d until the 
loops are piiinfullv tight riliout iii.s 
ankles, and is hiHd in the slrony yrasj) 
of two iiicii, so that by no wi-itliings 
nor- efforts can he raise or retiiove hi.s 
feet. The sticks are generally light 
quarter-inch green rods four or tive feet 
jn length, and if iseiiteiiced to '-fifty 
sticks," twentyfive are laid on each side 
of hitii upoii the t^rouiid. Two e.xecii- 
tioners then break stick after stick by 
boating them upon the soles of his feet, 
with horrihle""r»3sult, of which a month 's 
lameness is likely to be the painful con- 
sequence. Both tlie.se governors are .said

Qriiiitia of robbery anti violence ape 
more frecjuent in the south than in the 
north of Persia. Some ascribe this to ne 
the large noinade popu hition, wliiuh, 
according to llie season, iiiovch froiii 
the shores of tlie gulf lorvard or from 
^Bpabnn. Everywhere iu Peraii it is 
the habit of wayfarres to gailier togeth- 
er for mutual ])roteclioii. Peasants 
passsii'g from town to town with per- 
imps a bag o- .silver in tlieir pockets, 
feel happy if Lbey can jDin .sonn^ cara- 
van which includes armed men, and es 
pecially safe if they are in at^aravan of 
a European.

TEE £L FAYUU PAPYRUS. 

Much interest h."..-! been excited among 
European savants by the discovery among 
the El Fayum mauuacripta of a email frag 
ment of papyrus, which is alleged to be a 
portion of aGoapel much older than those 
of St. Mathow and St. Mark. It meas- 
ures only three and a half centimetres in 
length and four and one-third in width, 
and contains seven lines, having 105 
words. Of these i)0 can -bo plainly de- 
ciphered, but nine are indistinct. Some 
linos are mutilated at tlio beginning and 
end, and it is supposed tluit from 91 to 98 
letters ate missing. The number of de- 
ficient letters can be reckoned by compar- 
ing lines three, four and seven with the 
others. T}ie seventh contains but four 
letters. The writing is in Greek, and Dr. 
G. Bickoll, of the University of Inns- 
bruck, who discovered and decipliered the 
fragment, concludes, from the form of 
the letters and the abbreviations, that it 
was written in the third century; but 
from the style of the composition he in- 
fers that it dates originally from the first 
century, and this is also the opinion uf 
Dr. Edward Harnack, editor of the Thu- 
ologiacho Lituratur Zaiturig, of Leipaic. 
Hero is the translatiun of the fragment, 
line for line. Aa already reported, its 
parallel is to be found in Matthew 2G, 
verses 80 to 34, and Mark 14, verses 2G 
to 30: 

1. "But after.supper, as they wont out. 
'i. "You will all take offence this night. 
:i. "According to the Scriptures, 'I will 
smite the sliepherd, and thn sheep wi]l be 

scattered. ' 

4. "Then Peter spake, 

5. "And if all, not I. 
(j. "He said to him, 

7. "The cook will crow twice, and bo- 
fore that thou ahalt deny me thrice." 

The omission of the words, to bo found 
both in Matthew and Mark, "But after I 
am risen again 1 will 'go before you into 
Galilee," is notioenblo. Dr. Bickell, re- 
viewing the fragment in the Zuitachrift 
fiir Catholische Thoologie — a periodical 
printed in Innsbruck for private circula- 
tion — lays stress upon the importance of 
the manuscript, iia being the earliest frag- 
ment of a written Goapel; not canonical, 
indeed, but yet no pseudugraph or hcret 
iottl composition. Dr. Bickell's views fire 
set forth and approvingly commented up- 
on in an article by Dr. Hariiacd, which 
appears in the last number of tlio Tlieolo- 
disoho Litoratur Zoitung, of Loipsic. Dr. 
Harnack, nho la a forveiit Roman Catho- 
lic, diHtiiiguiahed for his Greek scholar- 
ship, remarks that, so far aa ha can judge, 
Dr. Biokell has taken no liberties with 
the text, having only added 6ve letters, 
which it could be plainly gueased wore the 
missing ones, but which simply mended 
brokun words, without altering the aoiiae 
of a line. The antiquity and genuineness 
of the fragment are, he argues, beyond 
dispute, aud he concludes: 

"It is strange that a small strip of pa- 
pyrus, containing about 100 words, should 
be able to raise bo many important qu;i3- 
tioiis with regard to the originality of two 
of the Goapela,. but it would be too eaay 
to dispose of these queatiuns by saying 
that the papyrue is nut genuine. Having 
given our opinion as to the genuineness, 
we must, in the interest of trutii, main- 
tain that there is no explaining away the 
omission of our Lord's prophecy as to his 
going into Galilee, except by suppoaing 
that the author of the manuscript wrote 
from memory. But what probability is 
there that, writing from memory, he 
would have left out the moat striking and 
important passage in our Lord's conver- 
sation with his disciples 7 Let critics more 
learned than wo are endeavor to account 
for theomisalon nioie satisfactorily thiiii wo 
can. For imrselvea, we inubi submit that 
it goes far towards auggesting a doubt as 
to whether the Gospels ascribed to Mathew 
and Mark were, in the form in which we 
know them now, composed by those dis- 
ciples." 

HOW CANADA WILL HE WARD 
IlEJl HEROES. 

An order in Canada liaa been passed 
approving certain regulations made by 
the Militia Department with respect to 
gratuities and |)en,sions to be paid to 
the widows and ori)liuii.H of tli(; ollicers 
and inoii of the active militia who have 
been killed, and to those wounded in 
the active service after the 20tli of 
March, 1885, or to the repre.sontiiti ve.s 
of thoiie who have (lied from injuries 
contracted in actual .serrice. Tiie allow- 
ances are much the .same us those grant- 
ed after tlie Fenian raid in 18GG, and 
are based, so far as practicable, on the 
Imperial army regulations, excepting 
that in allowances to be made to the 
•widows and families of deceased otGcers 
and men, a higher rate is to be grant- 
ed to the families of those killed in ac 
tion than to those of the men who died 
from wounds or illness. Any ollicer 
who has lost a limb, an eve, or the use 
of a limb, is to receive a full year's pay 
as a gratuity, and after one year may 
receive a pension according to the fol- 
lowing rates: 

Lieut-Col., 1,200 a year; major, $800; 
captain $400; lieut. .S2S0. All claims 
for pension must be applied for within 
five years. Sergeants who have been 
disabled so as to uncaable of earning a 
livelihood, and who require the care of 
another person are to receive from 75c 
to SI. 10 per day. If tho care of another 
person is not required then from 60c 
to 90c per. day; if able to contribute in 
in some degree to their maintenance 
from '10c to 60c, and if able to contri- 
bute materially, towards their mainten- 
ance from 30c to 45c. Coi-porals dis- 
abled So as to require care will receive 
from 60c to 90o as proportionato al- 
lowances according to the nature of 
their injuries. Privates will be entitled 
to 45c a day and under, according to 
theextentof their injuries. The wid- 
ows of'oflScers or men killed in action 
are to receive a pension equal to one 
half of the daily jjay of their husbands, 
and in addition for the tirut year a 
gratuity eq'ial to one year's pay. Child- 
red of officers and men killed • will be 
granted comparative allowances equal 
to one-tenth of the pa} of the deceased 
parents and a gratuity of four month's 
pay. Sraalii^r allowances are made to 
widows and children of olHccrs and 
soldiers wbo have died from illnesa or 



wounda No pensions will be granted 
if. the applicants are left in wealthy 
circumstances or are already in reci;i|)t 
of pensions or allowances from the pub- 
lic. Widows' pensions are to cease when 
they re-marry, but may be restored in 
the event of their becoming widowed 
a second time. Provision is also made 
for mothers and sisters who have been 
dependent on sons or brothers killed 
who have died while in active service.

AFGHANISTAN. 

London, July 18. — Proclamatiou of tho 
.■Vmcer of .\fghauiHtan anuouuoiug tho re- 
ceipt by him of the decoration of tho Star 
of India and declaring that ho was entitled 
to aid from the luciiiiu army, if necessary, 
was issued at Herat. The Aiuuer iu his 
proclauiiuion has ordered ammuuitiou to 
Herat lu i-elebrato hia iuvestura with the 
order. 

London. July IS. — Dispatches lecoivod 
from Paris this nftoruoou report that the 
French foreign office baa received informa- 
tion which shows conclusively that the Rus- 
sians are determined on seiziug Herat, that 
the marching of Russian troopn uow going 
on at Zulfikar Pass is for that pui poso. 

At a cabinet council now being held tho 
Ruaao-Afgbuu boundary question is tho 
subject of the cabinet's consideratiou. 

GERMANY. 
Nkw Yo.bk, July 18. — A Sun's cablegram 
from London says: Tho Berlin papers 
show, by indiaputable evidence, that tho 
warlike rumors and telegrams, though com- 
ing from many different places, all eiiiinatod 
from ono source, aud were inspired by one 
set of conspirators with tho solo object of 
speculation. Tho oipoauro shows the bead- 
quorters of tho conspiracy to bo at Berlin, 
but the agents work on every house in 
Europe. Forged accounts of hostile Ru.i- 
sian movements were telegraphed to London 
papers, and the pompous and tbrenteuiug 
tone ot tbe latter was depended upon to do 
tho rest.

Up to 
that hour to-day six cases of sun stroke 
were reported at the liealth nttice. lleportn 
this week show 1,019 deaths in tho eity 
againnt 870 iu the correapoiidiug week last 
year. Of diarrhoea cases there were 01 :t, 
being children imder 5 years of age.

Information is 
sought to 1)0 laid bi'fiire cniigress in refor- 
euce to the present customs system, aud 
where reformation is desired. It nsks in- 
formation as to the relative cost of manu- 
facturing in this country. 

SPAIN. 

Madhid, July 18.— There wore 1,329 now 
cases of cholera and 624 deaths reported 
yesterday in Spain. 

Austrian Sunday Labor. 

ViKNNA, July 10. — Some time aince the 
government paaaed a law prohibiting Sun- 
day labor. This was oatensibly enacted 
in favor of tho workinu claasea, but was 
in reality aimed at the Jews, who are re- 
garded with anything but favor in this 
country. But the knife cut both ways, 
and while it prevents the Jowj from labor- 
ing on the Christian Sunday, it alao con- 
demns the Christiana to idloiicss on the 
same day, and the artizan classes are 
i;reatly diasalisfied. . In ihis country 
wages instead of being paid by the week 
are paid by tho day or by the piece. The 
remuneration in every case issomtaerably 
small that it requires seven daya' work to 
earn enough for a bare aubaiatenco. In tho 
case of piecework, itiauaual forhiilfadozen 
or 80 workmen to club for a conipleto sot of 
tools to work iu the factory where maohinory 
and machiuo pow-or is furnished them, aud 
here again the closing of the factory on 
Sunday deprives thoui of a day's work. 
The artizaus of this city, after a short en- 
forced trial, are almost unanimous in con- 
demnation of .the law, and recently a depu- 
tation waited on Baron F. Pino von Fried- 
enthal. minister of commerce and national 
economy, asking for its repeal. To-day the 
deputation receiving a reply saying that tho 
government was prepared to appoint a com- 
mittee to discuss the question.

His name is O. Adiiir, it long, iHtik-lndking 
young man of 23 years of age, lately ar- 
rived from Texas. 

A telagmin recoivod in llu! nftenioou 
atutes thiit at 2 o'clnuk in tho morning the 
niiili was captured wliilo on lii.t way to 
Muplo Bay by two half-bri'uds, rmined 
Samuel and Sliurnian Li'wia, nyeii 18 and 
20, omployo's of Croft it Angus, of the 
Gheniainua sanr mill. They were sta- 
tioned ua the roadHida a short distaiiue 
apart, when they heurd soiiiu oni' t^merg- 
ing from tho wo(>dii and presunily ihcy 
saw u man eome on to tho road and pro- 
ceed on his way, evidently unaware that 
he was being watched. Ue had nut taken 
many stops when the order was uiveu tu 
halt. Thereupon the robber threw him- 
self upon the ground, and sliowed no re- 
Bistanee when told to throw ii|) his arms. 
Being aatiatied, after aearching, tliat he 
had no firearriia, they aakod wliat hi> had 
done with the money. Re replied ihit 
he had thrown it on the roadside. .-Xfter 
a few minutes' search they wuie rewarded 
by finding a haadkeruhief containing pa- 
per money to tho amount of §10,000. 
Tho §300 in silver coin and his rifle he 
had secreted in the woods. They tlien 
proceeded to Chomainua and were joined 
by a number of men and started in search 
of tho hidden deposit, after liiiding which 
they returned with the full amount of the 
ailver and valuable papers. The robber 
h now in custody nt Cheinainus. 

Long before the arrival of tho Amelia a 
larne crowd j/athered on the wharf to see 
the knight of the road, and several hun- 
dred had collected by tho time hIib ar- 
rived. 'J hoy were doomed to disappoint 
ment, however, as he was not uii board.

Riley's 
expeiiBo, the robber liaving staled to him 
when brought in that, he didn't have a 
rifle at all, it wa.i merely a wooden iini 
tation, whittled out by liiiiisulf. H.'W- 
. ever, Mr. lliloy avers he saw daii<;er look 
iogjOUt of the mouth of a rP|jeater, and 
he and the boys accompanying complied 
with tho request to get out of the bugtry 
very readily. Adair also stales tliat he 
was not waiting for Mr Riley, but was in 
ambush to relieve Tat Chong. He is evi 
dently a pnur speciinoii of a highwayman, 
judging from the outcome of his arrange- 
ments. They were such that capture was 
inevitable.

Ki-lative 
to the teriniiniH Mr. Siuitli lliought the 
place nearest tu Ihe straits wmild priivo Ilie 
most advantageous to lIu- niilroad, a.s quick 
transit in the order of Ihe day, ami In eoni- 
pete with the N'urlhorii Faeilie and other 
roads iu the dispateh of freight it would 
facilitate uiatterK and save tiiiio iu the de- 
livery of Pacific coast shipiiienls both east 
and west. He spoke eucuunigiugly for the 
future of Victoria and tlionght that it would 
enjoy u steady growth, and ovciittiully be a 
vory important centre of trade and coui- 
inorce on the Pacific coast, especially if u 
direct line of steamers could be establiabed 
between this port and .lapau.

some of his opinioiia \Vu wallvoil over 
Jiia farm, on -which he is making a 
large viue^-ard, part uf it alreiiiiy 
in bearing. Ife is eiitluisiii.stii; 
about tho capacity of this cuunliy lor 
grapes, in whicli 1 iitjree vitli him.' if 
tho upper valleys ol iho i-jto\vah niid 
Chattahoochee are not thu tiiiest giape 
legion in America, nature has lold it lie; 
for she has put all tho signs here, (ieii.t 
Loagatrcet said one miiu hivi i)rticlucc'tl 
1,000 bushels per acrcl liut this seems lo 
mc incredible. Aiid yet there are not a 
dozen vin»yards in all tho nine couiitiesi 
The seasons hero run thus: mild winter, 
wet spring, rather dry aumm'^r and long 
dry autunui. It is plain, therefore, that 
it la not a good corn counlry, and wliere 
tho soil suits, is a good griipt! coiinlry, 
There is an old I'-avarian i .eruian some- 
where in this county who Las produced a 
good crop annually fur tlurle-jn yoius. 
Vet his shiftless neighbors have not 
planted a viii", >cuppernoag ami L'ntawba 
succeed the best. And bv Uie timo ho 
had given ine this inforuialiou, wu reiielied 
his tioUl Spring, as ho culls it. on a hill- 
side, where we were out of the cold 
wind; so we sal down and talked some 
two hours about the war. 

"I never doubted the dual success of tho 
Confederates till after Chicamauga. " said 
he; "after diai I knew we were bealoa 
just as well U3 I knew, it after Appbinatos. 
It was simply a question of tigures — like 
aman in. galloping coosumption; every 
ounce h'e loses is lost forever— no macldii 
ery in him to restore it I5ut you wesierjj 
boys are all wrong about your arm ies. 
The. best army you had was the .\rniy of 
the Potomac 1" 

Considerably astonished at thus, I 
asked why. it was so. often defeated. 

"Because it alivays fought at the great- 
est disadvantage, VoS' badly geucralled 
^undvds opposed to our best Just see 
' hovr quicklt came oa .top as soon as it 
met us with equal advantages. " 

He then traced on the ground the plan.^ 
of the various battles in \'irginia aiul 
showed that tlia Confederate advantaged 
balanced a proportioa of three to ouo in 
the two armies and rendered their victorv 
certain. AVhere the !■ ederals had any au 
vantages whatever, he knew in advnui e 
that defeat wn.s cerlniii; at (Jctlvs- 
burg, for instance, which he con- 
sidered the greatest, blunder of tlie I on- 
federates. "After that," he added, "I 
went to Chicamauga, with the assurance 
of our goveriimeat that if wo whipped 
Kosccrans we should have all the avail- 
able forces tu drive hiui back to the Ohio 
or destroy )iis army. The Hichmoiid 
folks refused to keep this promise, and so 
wo sat dowa there and waited till the Fed- 
erals got strong enough to drive iia away. 
Then 1 k^ew tbat the end Win near. 
Such a chance could never come again. " 

1 did not venture to ask liiin why ho 
fought on a year and a half after he knew 
the sacrifice was useless; but 1 wanted to 
mighty bad. 

Gen. Longstreet has been in thirty-two 
pitched battles, known and noted in his- 
tory, besides many skirmishes, lie gradu- 
ated from West Point curly enough to be 
a lieutenant in Te.xa-^ in ly-i t, and then 
adjutant of the Eighth United Slates in 
fantry, - in which position he took part in 
every battle iu Me-vico except iiuona 
Vista. At j\Joliuo Del licy his regiment 
Lad 165 killed and wounded; at C'hanul- 
tepGC he .was Tvounded in the thigh, but 
-was able to join iu the closing battle and 
entrance into the city. At the Wilder' 
nc^Ijha was . shot through, the right 
hreast and shoulder, Avhich wound has 
lately deprived him almost entirely of tlie 
use of his right arm. Otherwise he is in 
£ne health and remarkably well preserved 
for a man up in tiO. lie laughed with 
boyish glee at l he bombastic histories id 
the first battles in . Mexico— at I'alo Alto, 
for instance, said he, the total ••Vuicricaa 
loss in killed, wouiideil and scared half to 
death, was less than lifty.
